One would think that if the booze dealers had 
a single spark of manhood or decency in their 
makeup they would see the awful results of their 
nefarious business and quit it, but that is the 
whole trouble—they have No'‘manhood or common 
decency and are worse than the criminals they 
are manufacturing, for they know what they are 
doing and the terrible results. They would sink 
America’s young manhood and womanhood into 
the lowest depths of hell for a few dirty dollars 
in their own pockets, and it is a wonder God 
does not blight them from off the face of tne 
earth.
